And now to improve all, they having ( as 
was ſaid before ) ſecured the ſtrength of the 
Land , the Treaſury of the Nation , rogether 
with the hearts of the People, and a potent 
Army , all which ſumni'd together, ſtrongly 
evince the Conqueſt ( ar leaft ) of rhcir na- 
ked and abus'd Prince , whole Forces conſiſted 
only in the Valour of ſome of his Nobles , to. 
getter with a ſmall Party of the Cavalry of his 

*cople , whom magnanimity of ſpirir ( toge= 
ther with the loyalty of their hearts) had 
mounted ſo far above the region of fear, thats 
notwithſtanding their diladvantage , engage 
under his Banner , and boldly aflert che ho« 
nour of his Crown and Dignity , againſt his 

Oppoſers , whom ( nocwithſtanding the juſt- 
neſs of their Cauſe ) God was pleav'd ( for rea» 

tons beſt known to himſelt ) vo defear, by gis- 

ving their Enemicsa time 0; Triumph , and 
them of Tryal. 

And now , as it hath been obſcry*d of fome 
notorious Iyers, who having lo often repeared 
their falſe ſtories , that at length they begin 
themſelves ro credit the tuuth of their falle , 
bur frequent relations; ſ@ our Regiczdes,though 
ar firſt their conſciences could nor but condemn 
their falſe pretences, yer at laſt, by the fre- 
quency of their ſucce{s,concluds the Heavens do 
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ſmiſe ; and the Gods t5 have a kindneis for 
them, & produce Providence as a Pandercfs to 
the balſtering up of their gotorious villanies; 
When as in all their —— » their ad- 
vantage was ſuch ., that they had nor only the 
probable ſympromes of Conqueſt, bur ( asir 
wete ) the infallible ſignes of Victory, And 
now forſooth , the King's overthrow is nor 
urg*d asa topick , bur brought forth as a de. 
monſtrative argument of God's owning their 
Cauſe, and rcj:&ing his, by the eminency ef 
rheir ſucceſs: When as it plainly appears, no- 
thing of ſtiangene(s (belides the horridneſs of 
their Praices ) was diſcoverable in all their 
undertakings no no! ſo much as ro {uſpe& rhe 
1-aſt ſmile of fign:1 Providence , bzyond com- 
mon Ditpenſations, When as it is allowed on 
th= other k.and, that ir ſomerimes pleaſerh rhe 
Divin: Arbirer of che World , by no leſs than 
eminent Acts of Providcnce , ſignally to poinc 
out his favours towards fom:, and with as 
plain notes of jnſtice, ro exhibit his diſfplea- 
ſure againſt others ; which the prodigiouſneſs 
of the manner proelames no leſs than a Mira- 
cle, whole formalis ratio is , that it be per. 
form*®d by a ſupernatural Agent, and the woe 
dus eprandi of this Agent , with that Paticnr , 
nar to be reconcil'd by kumane apprehenhon , 
buc obliging the ſharpeſt wits ro acquieſce in 
thc Fiat of the Almighty, E., G. When greedy 
and ravenous Lions, having their reeth wher 
with the rage of hunger, ſhall ſo far deny 
their natural appetite , as to ſpare a Daniel ; 
and {hall as ſpeedily diſcover it, in the d&- 
vuuring of his Enemies. For a fiery Furnace , 
:$ hot as wit and malice can inflame ir, not to 
I ſinge 
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: finge a hair of the head of a Shadrach, Me- 


ſbach, and Abednego ; and as ſaddcenly te con- 
ſume cheir Adverſariess For a red Sea, thar 
liquid Element , whoſe minurer parts loath 
all neighbourhood, and would fall into drops, 
if not contin'd by the rerms of more compact 
Bodies, ſoro bridle upirſelf, as nor only ro 
admit a paſſage , bur at once becomes a wall 
of defence ro a Meſes , and his Iſrarl; and a- 
gain ,, with as much celeriry , to ler looſe it's 
Teign\, to the overwhelming of a Pharaob , 
and his Egyptians, For Aaron's dry Rod in one 
night to bud , bloſſom , and bear Almonds, 
Theſe are Providences, not only wonderful , 
bur miraculous. 

So, fora Charles the Second, to eſcape the 
fury of To many thouſand Paryicides , more 
fierce than Lions , hunting all places , beſer- 
ting all Wayes with Guards , and guarding all 
Paſſts with Watches; with the threatning of 
death ro his Concealets, and as large promiſes 
of reward to his Revealers; to be amongſt 
them , and yet efcape them; to be in the 
midft of rheir fiery fury, and not to haye a2 
hair ( beſides whar was volunrarily taken off 
to periſh by them ; ro paſs through a red Sea 
of bloody men, to the ſhores of ſafety , and 
though known to fo many , and thar of both 
Sexes, and yer neither for fear or reward to 
be b=rray'd by any, And laſtly , Like a dry 
Branch , beyond hopes or expeQarion , to 
bud , bear , and bleffom, Theſe are Provi- 
dences fo (ignal , rhar they would intrance 2

As thar the Rhubarb ſhould hav- an cflenrial 
Conrraricty,or proper cnmiry,either co theDi-

ſo che Contrariery in the Adminiſtration , or

And when it doth by 
accident bob into the neck of irir is not ſo tru- 
ly a Diſeaſe, as rhe Cauſe of one, For all Dif- 
eaſes, as was ſaid before, formaliter, are placed 
in the Predicament of Qualiry ; though funda- 
mentalitey, may be reduced tro orhers,as to their 
immediate cauſes, which are found under o- 
"cher Predicaments ; bur this proves nothing 
herce,fince ex forma ſumitar ratio Caterorie. 

In fine, We fhall conclude this with a learn- 
ed Author (bur ſtrong defender of this Axiom) 
Contraviety, ſairh he , non ſolum ſecundiim for- 
mam fed etianm ſecundim effeftum & operatio- 
nem ſpeftari, &c, For wharſocver removes a 
prerernatural affe&t, or induceth a contrary

Contrariety , dorh no way invalidare our for- 
merly ( in the whole Series of Nature ) de-

Bur to leave this digreſſion: In brief, Asthe 
harmonicus affenr of ſublunary things amongſt 
themſelves is admirable, {> rhe reciprocal 
friendſhip of rhe erherial Heavens with rhe 

elementary 
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elementary Regions, are no leſs wonderfyl; for | 
in the wholc organical frame of Nature,there | 
is ſuch an amicable mixture, by the mediation 


of the nniverſal Spirit, thar the ſuperiour arc 
ſo intermixt with the inferiour; and again, the 
inferiour ſo interchangeably and inconfuſedly 
Joyned with the ſuperiour, thar the extremitics 
of the whole Machina, by this ſecrec bond or 
inlenſfible Medium, have a faſt coherence, and 
friendly concatenation between themſelyes , 
and all things in ir , deſigning only to grarific 
their ſupreme Ruler , and benefat egch orker; 
which harmony was excellently expreficd in 
That golden ſentence of Hermes, Dusd ft ſupe- 
rigs, eſt ſicut inferiss. And as life is maintained 
below by influcnces from above,ſo things below 
make a grateful recribution co the ervati- 
on of this above, Far as Vegetables and Ani» 
mals are ( pro tempere) vivitied from the heg- 
vealy influences above, ſo (according to Scie- 
Aexs ) being once dead, and reduced to their 
&cſt Principles, exhibir a nouriſhment again to 
theſe heavenly bodies ; Nature ordering and

molt ugiform circulation, 

For things ſubje& ro corruption, being once 
atually deprived of litc, paſs (after a fir dige. 
ſion in the inferiour Globeygor Stomach of the 
Microcoſmus,where the more marure, or nutri- 
tive parts , ſuffering a ſeparation from rhe 
grofter ) into rhe airy Region, as into the Me- 
ſenterice vene , or vene lattee of the World,

There be ſoms VOOR (and indeed ci

no ſmallAuthoticy}who affirm thas there is no

ſeemingly (as they ſay ) greareſt Cencraries, as 
Fice and Water, For did Warer extinguiih 
Fire by an impulfion of Contrariety, then muſt 
this Contrartery reſulc either from their Ele- 
mentary forms, or from the Contraricry of 
gualicies, bur ir doth nor proceed from the 
fiſt , becauſe they are ſeen ofcen to coexiſt i 
codem ſubj:fto, as in liquid Bitumen, and Spirir 
of Wine, &c.

But 
it moſt unnappily falls once ( whilſt his 
facred Majeſty was comins to Mrs. 
Hides Aouie ) that the ſame Ship was 
hired by the Parricides, tO Carry Soulds- 
ers , ana Provilions, which were to be 
trin'ported for Jarſey. This hope vani- 
ſh:ins » Colonel Philins earneſtly de- 
ſizes in this buſineſs the aſſiſtance of Co- 
lo: el Gunter , whom he meets withall by 
chance. In the mean time the Kring 
comes by night to the Widows Houſe , 
| and 
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and being gladly received , Dr. Hinch- 
man, now Biſhop of London, amongſt 


other Gueſts, ſits at Table with him 


but havins ſupped , he diſcovers him- 
ſelf privately to the Widow , and en- 
quires for the retiring-place which was 
appointed" for him ; and although ſhe 
had never feen him but once , and that 
onily as he paſſed by, which was about 
ſeven years before, yet ſhe knew him 
at his very firlt entrance. It is adviſed 
that he depart from thence towards Lon- 
40n+in the Morning about Sun-riling', 
but wheeling abour his journey , he is

Whilt theſe things are in agitation , 
a Ship is hired , by tne induſtry of Co- 
Brighempſton /ozel Gunter, at Brighthelmſted, amons(t 
the Regrnote of Suſſex : which being once 
known, and all things neceflary , in 
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cured , his ſacred Majeſty doth now un- 
feignedly take his leave of Mrs. Hide , 
and with Colonel Philips, rides by night 
unto Mr. S:mwos's Houſe , near Parts- 
wouth ; but the next day , towards the 
Evening , he goes tothe [vn at Frogh:- 
belmft:d; where , belides the Kung , 
there ſate at Supper , Colonel Gunter , 
the Lord Wilmot, Mr. Manſe!lthe Mer- 
chant , and Mr. Teterſhel the Mater of 
the Veſlel, who fate oppolite to the 
King. Mr. Tererſhel riſins from Sup- 
per , calls onc the Merchant, ſc;l, Mr, 
eManſel, apart by himſelf, and com- 

plains he hath done him wrons , for he 

hath deceived htm, ſubſtituting; the 

King under ghe perion of another. Mr, 

AMarſel ftrongly denies it , and preſſeth 

him to make good his promiſe, But he 

ag con- 


order toa Tranſportation , being pro- 
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confidently on the other (ide affirms 
that it was the Kivg , who being mean- 
ly clothed , doth pretend himſelf a Ser- 
vant , and was cloak'd under the dif- 
ouiſe ofa poor Fellow : And this he 
knew right well, becauſe formerly his 
Ship being bound for New-CaſHe, to 
fecch Coals from thence , was ſeized 
upon in the Downs, and he, with 0- 
thers, deliring to be releaſed, that he 
himſelf diſmiſt chem. But the Merchant 
could not be ignorant of the late Pro- 
clamation , mm, which all are forbid , 
under pain of death, to adminiſter 
che leaſt help or aſliſtance unto him ; 
and a large reward, wiz. a thouſand 
pounds , is promiſed to any that ſhall 


diſcover him.- Mr. AAanſe! percerving 


that the thing was known unto the Ma- 
iter , informs the Kz»g of it privately , 
who underſtanding his temper , and the 
civility of his carriage , goeth with the 
Lord Wilmet unto him , with promiſes 
of large rewards, and gives him pre- 
ſently a ſufficient Salary for the Paſ- 
ſage. He promiling fidelity, goes from 
thence to prepare all things in readineſs, 
in order to the Yoyage. The Ship was 
dittant about four Miles from hence , in 
a Vilage called Shoram , half loaden 
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with Coals , which they had not as Yer 
ſold off ; and the Seamen abiding for 
the moſt part in Brighthelmſted, there- 
fore at midnight he calls npon them, 
that they would preſently riſe, and wich 
all ſpeed 50e aboard the Yeſſel, under 
pret2nce the Anchors were looſe , and 
the Ship is now in danger to fall upon 
the Rocks or Quick»ſands, himſelf be- 
ing about inſtantly to come after, 
Moreover, he appoints his Wife to 
buy in the Town a Bottle of Stronsg- 
Water, and to fill another with Sack, 
and to provide him his Linnen, waich 
he was to carry with them, Bu ſhe 
enquires, Why he went away ſo Late in 
the Night, and whether the Morning 
woul1 not ſerve his turn ? And when ſhe 
perceived him more earneſt, and would 
not endure the leaſt delay, Ut is the

The time ſor their go0ins a Ship-board 
draw:n3 nigh , they caxe their Horſes, 
and ride to the Sea fide; but the after 
of the Veſſel precends , the remainder 
of the Coals were to be ſold by cheſe 
Merchants at the /ſle of Wight, and 
therefore is about to ſer ſayl for that 
place. They take Ship about five of 
the Ciock inthe Morning , and ſpent a 
grea: part of the day in coaſting abonr 
the ſhore; intne Afternoon, the Ma- 
iter of the Ship bends his ſayls, or is a- 
bout to ſtand towards the Iſle of 
Wight.

a way to the Standard , where the Earl 
of Lindſey was mortally wounded , and 
Sir Edmond Varney , Standard-bearer , 
ſlain, and the Standard it ſelf taken 
( though it was ſoon afterwards regain- 
ed from one Chambers a Secretary to 
Eſſex , by the gallantry of Sir "Jobs

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treat , his now ſacred Majeſty , but 
then Prince of I/Vales, was unhapplly , 
left behind in a large Field, towards 
whici place , the reſerve of the Ene. 
mies Horſe was then coming furiouſly 
up. 
Mi which time (as Heaven would 
have it) chere was preſent with the 
Prince the Learned and traly Loyal 
Doftor Fohn Hinton (one of the Phy lici- 
ans in Ordinary to his Majefly ) who 
perceiving the ſndden appearing of the 
Enemy , and conſequently the eminent 
danger which attended their nigher ap-

wich it three flouriſhing Kingdomes, 
who were then ſubjeRed to the merci- 
lefs fury of a crew of his rebelfiqus Sub- 
jeRs ; and moreover, his ſacred Perſon, 
their nacural Prince- ( as if he had not 
been Annointed) being treacheroufly

news, the Dr. preſented the Prince 
with a Copy of Cromwell's Letter tothe 
Parliament , concerning. this Afﬀair ;

The moſt puifſant Armes, 
and ſtrongeſt Bulwarks , in this caſe , 
are vain things, and Phylictans of no 
value. For neither K;»gs nor Kingdoms 
are ſaved by the mulcitude of an Hoſt ; 
e/£gypt is but a broken Reed, Achi- 


zophel a Fool, a Horſe is of fleſh ,- 


and not ſpirit, and a Souldier will 
bleed like a man. Bur indeed, the im- 
pregnable Fort , the ſtrong Army , the

Nleepeth, is God himſelf; for by him

Life. 

He is the beſt ſhield to any Per-
